War Workers Will Center Efforts on 


This Drive to Make it a Com­ 


plete Success. 


To center all of the efforts of Rush 
county war workers in making the 
-third Liberty Loan drive a success, 
to urge Hie sale of Thrift stamps, to 
omit the registration of women of 
Rush 
county, 
and to 
conduct a 
series of patriotic meetings in every 
township in the county in the near 
future— were some of the decisions 
matte at the first executive commit­ 
tee meeting of Rush county’s newly 
organized war working organization, 
which was held in the office of T. M. 
Green yesterday afternoon. 
The question of women’s part in 
the Liberty Loan drive wras brought 
lip and the appointment of the work­ 
ers in each 
township was 
left to 
Miss Anna Bohannon, women’s coun­ 
ty chairman for the drive. 
Other 
phases of the drive were brought up 
and it was decided to unite all of the 
forces toward success and that all 
agencies working toward the sate of 
bonds should 
co-operate and 
not 
work as separate organizations. 
The decision to omit the registra­ 
tion of women which is to take place 
over the entire country next month 
was made because of the fact that 
most of Rush county’s women are in 
homes instead of business and that 
they believed the amount of effort 
expended in getting a complete regis­ 
tration could accomplish more good 
if used iii another phase of wap work. 
The arrangements for the series of 
meetings to he held in each township 
in the county will be left to the town­ 
ship committee of the war organiza­ 
tion largely. 
Several 
squads 
of 
speakers will be formed and these 
persons will address the meetings. 
The talks will cover all 
phases of 
patriotic enterprises. 
Tile import­ 
ance of the sale of Thrift 
stamps, 
the Liberty Loan 
drive, beginning 
April 6, and the Red Cross war fund 
drive, beginning May C, will be dwelt 
upon by the talkers. 
The schedule 
of tile meetings will be made after 
tile dates are -.et by the township 
committees. 
Further organization of the county 
war organization was also discussed 
and it was decided to ask the town­ 
ship committees to divide their town­ 
ship into road or school districts and 
to place one man or woman 
over 
each of these districts representing 
tile organization. 
This minute or­ 
ganization will make it possible for 
the executive committee to reach any 
part of the county within a few' min­ 
utes 
time if 
necessary, 
although 
most of the work will taken through 
the township committees.

“According to this plan, men will 
he inducted into the service in very 
small groups apportioned among the 
•various states as they are needed. 
“In order to distribute the burden 
equally through the states, however, 
it was necessary to make a computa­ 
tion of the share of each state and 
it is not practicable to make these 
computations for such small num­ 
bers. 
Therefore, it is necessary to 
assume a total of considerable size 
and to apportion it among the sev­ 
eral states as their immediate bur­ 
den. 
This total is called a national 
quota and the various shares are 
called state quotas. 
The announce­ 
ment of the quota does not mean that 
snob a great number of men will be 
< ailed to service at once.”
